SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION: Staff recommends the proposed zoning change
from family residence (SF-3) district to family residence — historic landmark (SF-3-H)
combining district zoning.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR LANDMARK DESIGNATION:

The ca. 1935 McCrummen-Wroe House meets the criteria of architectural and historical
significance. It is an excellent example of Adamesque Colonial Revival architecture
designed by prominent local architect Roy L. Thomas, and is associated with Dr. Thomas D.
McCrummen, Austin’s first pediatric specialist, and with two prominent leaders of Austin’s
banking community, both at American National Bank: Thomas D. McCrummen, Jr., and
Ed R.L. Wroe, Jr., who both served as presidents of the bank during periods of great
expansion in the 1960s and 1970s.

HISTORIC LANDMARK COMMISSION ACTION: January 23, 2012: Recommended the
proposed zoning change from SF-3 to SF-3-H. Vote: 6-0 (Arriaga ill).

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION:

Architecture:

Two-story rectangular-plan Adamesque-style Colonial Revival side-gabled brick house with
a symmetrical fagade consisting of a central entry with two window bays on each side. The
house has a prominent semi-circular portico on Corinthian columns and a leaded-glass
fanlight above the door. Paired glazed doors open onto the balcony above the portico. The
house consists of a two-story 5-bay central block with a two-story section on each side; the
section to the left of the central block contains an attached garage with double doors
opening to the side of the house. The house is ornamented with quoins at the corners of the
central block and corners of the house, along with dentil work at the cornice and
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ornamental keystones above the first-floor windows. Fenestration consists of 9:9 Colonial
Revival styled windows on the first floor and 6:6 Colonial Revival-styled windows on the 2.
second floor and in the secondary bays on each side of the central block. Roy L. Thomas, a
prominent Austin architect, designed the house for Dr. Thomas D. and Elizabeth Wroe
McCrummen in 1935.

The Adamesque form of the Colonial Revival style refers to more elaborate detailing and
ornamentation than that found on many Colonial Revival houses of the 1930s, which were
noted for their almost severe style. Adamesque houses also featured many more rounded
surfaces, inside and out, including details such as the semi-circular portico so prominently
featured on the McCrummen-Wroe House. The style takes its name from Robert Adam, a
Scottish builder and designer in the late 17008, who combined softer elements of the
Baroque and Rococo styles of the early 1700s with the rectangular lines of the Georgian
styles of his own time. Adam was also noted for integrating the design of the interior with
that of the exterior, and for using classical motifs such as garlands, urns, and medallions on
buildings. The Adamesque form of Colonial Revival resulted in more ornate and varied
detailing on otherwise symmetrical Colonial Revival houses and was popular in the design
of high-end buildings from the 1890s through the mid-1930s.

Historical Associations:

The house was built in 1935 for Dr. Thomas D. and Elizabeth Wroe McCrummen and
designed by prominent local architect Roy L. Thomas. Dr. McCrummen was a native of
Paris, Texas, but grew up in Austin and graduated from the University of Texas and the
University of Texas Medical Branch in Galveston. He returned to Austin in 1927 and
established his practice in the Norwood Building. Dr. McCrummen was Austin’s first
pediatric specialist, and practiced until his death in 1954. His wife Elizabeth was the
daughter of H.A. Wroe, a prominent wagon and buggy dealer, and one of Austin’s first
automobile dealers.. She was active in many civic and charitable organizations, including
the Settlement House and Junior League. After her husband’s death, she remained in the
house until 1963, when she and her son Thomas D. McCrummen, Jr. sold the house to Ed
R.L. Wroe, Jr., and his wife, Frances. Thomas D. McCrummen, Jr., born in Austin in 1934,
grew up in this house. He attended the University of the South in Sewanee, Tennessee and
graduated from the University of Texas in 1955 with a business finance degree. He
graduated from the Southwestern Graduate School of Banking in 1960. He had worked
part-time and during the summers while he was in school at the American National Bank,
which had been founded by George Littlefield, and run by his grandfather, H.A. Wroe in its
early years. After graduation, he rose through the ranks of the bank, becoming cashier,
vice-president, president, and vice-chairman of the board. He also served on the State
Securities Board in the late 1960s.

Ed R.L. Wroe, Jr., and his wife Ammon, purchased the house in 1963 from Elizabeth Wroe
McCrummen. Wroe was born in Austin, graduated from the University of Texas with a degree
in business administration, and began work at the American National Bank. He became
president of the bank in 1961 upon his father’s death (his father was Elizabeth Wroe
McCrummen’s brother). They sold the house to corporate attorney J. Gaylor Armstrong and
his wife Kathy in 1981. The Armstrongs lived here for 17 years, then sold the house in 1997 to
the current owners, David and Kimberly Hood.

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Biography of Dr. Thomas D, McCrummen —Fa

Thomas D. McCrummen was born in 1898 ia Paris, Texas. His family moved to Austin
where he graduated from Austin High School and the University of Texas. McCrummen
went on to medical school at the University of Texas in Galveston, served a year’s internship
in Philadelphia, and returned to Austin in 1927 to begin practicing medicine. Dr.
McCrummen was the first pediatrics specialist in Auetin, and practiced for 27 years before his
death at the age of 56.

Dr. McCrummen served as President of the Travis County Medical Society in 1929, and was
a member of the American Medical Society. He was also a diplomat of the American Board of
Pediatrics, a member of the American Academy of Pediatrics, and was President of the Texas
Pediatric Society.

McCrummen's wife, Elizabeth Wroe, was born on March 20, 1903 in Austin. Her parents
were Hiram Augustus Wroe and Pearl White Wroe. Her older brother was Ed Rhodes
Littlefield Wroe. As a child, she attended Pease School before going away to school at
Hockaday and Washington Park. When she returned to Austin, she earned a degree from the

University of Texaas.

Tom and Elizabeth had two sons. Elizabeth spent many years as a volunteer both with the
Junior League of Austin and with St. David's Hospital Auxiliary. She was a member of the
Colonial Dames.

Tom McCrummen, Jr. was born in Austin in 1934. The City Directories show that at that
time, Tom's family owned the house at 2306 Windseor Road. That same year, his parents
purchased the lot at 2300 Windsor Road to build their new home, the home that Tom Jr.
would live in for the next 20 years. Tom graduated from Austin High School in 1951. The
banking career that he was to pursue later in life began at the Exchange and Collection
window at American Bank, where he started working part time in 1949.

In 1951, Tom enrolled in the University of the South At Swanee, Tennessee. During this
time, he was president of Delta Tau Delta fraternity. Tom worked full time in various
capacities during the summer months back in Austin at American National Bank. In 1953, he
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enrolled in the business school at U.T. while working full time at American National Bank. 2 0
He received his BBA in banking and finance from U.T. in 1955, and his graduate degree from
the Southwest Graduate School of Banking at S.M.U. in 1960.

During these years at graduate school, Torn was elected as an Assistant Cashier at American
National Bank, serving as an assistant to the President of the bank. From 1953 to 1961, he
served in the 90th Division of the United Stated Army Reserves in the finance section. In
1959, the need for a bank in the northwest part of Austin was apparent, and the application
and necessary ground work for the formation of a state bank was done by Mr. McCrummen.
The North Austin State Bank opened its doors in 1959, and Tom served as a director and
Secretary to the Board.

In 1960, Tom was promoted to Assistant Vice President at American National Bank, in 1962
to Cashier of the bank, and in 1965 to Vice Presidnet and Cashier, where he was in charge of
the Business Development activities as well as a Commercial Loan Officer.

In 1970, Mr. McCrummen was elected President of American National Bank, a position he
held for five years betore being named Vice Chairman of the Board in 1975.

He served in many civic and public service positions, such as: Member of the State Securities
Board (1966-70), Austin Chamber of Commerce President (1969), Economic Development
Vice President and Treasurer, and the Austin Economic Development Council. He was
President of the Austin Y.M.C.A (1961) and Austin Natural Science Association.
McCrummen was director or trustee of the United Fund of Austin and Travis County, Austin
Symphony Orchestra, Laguna Gloria Art Museum, St. Andrews Episcopal School, University
of Texas Development Council for the School of Communications at U.T., Austin Council of
the Chamber of Commerce, Austin Advertising Club, Better Business Review Board, and
Community Council of Austin. He was Chairman of the Board of Southwest Educational
Television Council (KLRN and KLRU), a board member and Treasurer of the Heritage
Society of Austin, President of the Admiral’s Club, Vice Commodore of Austin Aqua Festival

He began his long
banking career at the American National Bank as Auditor and Assistant Cashier. By 1954 he
was Assistant Vice President of the bank, and around 1957 was promoted to Vice President.
In 1957, Wroe was clected Director of the Volunteer Service Bureau of Austin, the
clearinghouse for people in Austin who wanted to volunteer for work in various social and
welfare agencies.

Wroe was elected president of the American National Bank in 1961, succeeding his father in
that position. American National Bank was founded in 1890 by Major George W. Littleheld.
Wroe's grandfather, H.A. Wroe, had succeeded Littefield as bank president, followed by
Major Roger Roberdeau, Ed Wroe Sr, and then Ed Wroe, Jr. at the age of 36.

In 1965, Wroe was elected President of the Chamber of Commerce. The previous two years,
he had served as CC vice president in charge of Public Affairs. He also was a member of the
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, Texas Society of Certified Public
Accountants, member of the board of directors of the Texas Capital Corporation and the
Texns Bankers Association.




In 1967, Wroe was installed as a director of the Southwestern Graduate School of Banking at
§.M.U. in Dallas. The University of Texaa cited him as one of five distinguished alumni in
1972.

Wroe was married to Ammon Ncyhmd Wroe.

Ammon Neyland was born in 1928 to Mayo and Ammon Neyland in Greenville, Texas. She
moved to Austin in 1934 and graduated from Austin High School. From there she attended
Stephens College in Columbia, Missouci and the University of Texas. Ammon and Ed
married in 1949 and raised four children in the house at 2300 Windsor Road from 1963 to
1980.

Ammon was a founding member of the Seton Hospital Development Board, St. Andrew's
Episcopal School Board, Junior League of Austin, the Settlement Chub, Human Relations
Commission, and many other civic organizations.
